What is "too expensive"? Do you have any idea how many Nintendo systems 
and games have been sold? One can certainly buy a reasonable beginners rig 
for $200-300 dollars. $5 for a key and another $5 for some wire and you're 
on the air. In many areas a 10-16 year old can mow lawns and earn $20 or 
more per lawn. Mowing two lawns a week and the kid can buy a very nice rig 
at the end of the summer. 


>Sure, there will always be exceptions to the rule. But, not every kid 
>will have some 80-year-old geezer down the street willing to give him 
>a tube set to use while he learns the code to upgrade. 


I have a spare receiver that is currently on loan to a prospective ham, and 
would gladly loan out my TS-820S to help someone get on the air. Hmmm, 
Since the TS-820S has tube finals, I guess that qualifies me as an 
80-year-old geezer. Perhaps if what you say is true, that is the problem 
with amateur radio. There are over 600,000 amateurs in the states. It 
would probably be hard to find many kids that didn't live near an existing 
amateur. Then again, if they live in Rhode Island, they probably don't 
want to become amateurs after hearing the abuse dished out there by the 
select few. 


>The push to get the no-code license passed was not to swell the ranks 
>"to protect bandwidth" (most no-coders live on 2mtrs), but rather to 


>increase the ranks so more V/UHF equipment could be sold, and higher 
>advertising rates could be charged in QST. 


Right. And I bet you believe the media, the world's governments, etc. are 
all controlled by some small group of power brokers. It couldn't possibly 
have been done as a recognition of the fact that code is just another mode 
along with the 8 or 9 other modes U.S. amateurs are permitted to use.

>Scientific Radio HF kilowatt transceivers used for SSB. I've been 
>active on every band from 160 meters to 2304 MHz, and on 10 GHz. 

>I have a whole rack of SSB Electronic transverters as well as a 
>FT736R. And of course I have VHF/UHF FM rigs in both vehicles, and 
>a HT to carry around. Plus the usual assortment of VHF packet gear, 
>and a 56 kb GRAPES RF modem. At the moment I have a workshop full of 
>ATV gear. And yes, as necessity warrants, I've been known to use a code 
>key, an old WWII Navy jobbie, particularly on satellite contacts. 
>Like the tortoise, I'm slow, but I get the job done. I got DXing 
>out of my blood years ago, and don't contest. I used to be net 
>control for the Kentucky Traffic Net, but not for many years. 
>Mostly I like to experiment, and to exchange ideas with others 

>over radio. Does that disqualify me from commenting on the state
